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AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH.

Included in the sewerage 
works are those named in Article 5 of the Law No. 1,624 of 27th 
November last, referred to in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” notice 
above mentioned, and special mention is made of the clarification 
(septic) tanks for flushing the sewers and the streets and for the 
fire service, according to the plan of Don Domingo Victor Santa 
Maria, of the installations for avoiding inundations, of the disinfec- 
tion of the present channels, &c. 

As regards the extending and increasing of the water supply, 
the work must be done according to the plan of the directorate of 
the said service which appears amongst the data which are at the 
disposal of those interested. 

The proposals must include plans, together with precise details, 
in order that they may be easily understood, and they must set 
forth with clearness the materials of construction and the quality of 
the tubing which they propose to employ in order to facilitate the 
ready appreciation of the proposals and the determination of the cost 
of each section. Moreover, each proposal must be accompanied by a 
memorandum explanatory of the respective plans, the dimensions 
of their principal parts and the programme of their execution. The 
latter may be modified by the State in order that works of distinct 
kinds may be executed simultaneously should this be more advan- 
tageous for the city. 

The payment is to be either by a concession for 36 years of the 
sewerage rate, or by State bonds bearing interest at 5 per cent., 
with a sinking fund of 1 per cent., at the option of the contractor.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Switzerland.—In a report on the trade of Switzerland during 
1902, Mr. Milligan, the British Commercial Agent, states that the 
value of the finished articles purchased by Switzerland in the five 
principal branches of manufacture (woollen goods, cotton goods, 
leather goods, ironware and chemicals) was more than 8,500,000/., 
of which the United Kingdom contributed about 1,250,000. 

During the last seven years the United States has increased her 
total export trade to Switzerland by 58 per cent., viz., from 
1,570,000/. in 1896 to 2,464,000/. in 1902, while the United 
Kingdom has contented herself with an increase of 4 per cent. 
in the same period, viz., from 2,068,000/. to 2,162,000. 

With regard to the possibility of increasing British exports to 
Switzerland, the British Commercial agent says :—It may be fairly 
assumed that, if British manufacturers would make a more careful 
study of the wants and conditions of Switzerland, they would be 
able to profit to a far greater extent than they have hitherto done, 
by the facilities for business offered in that country. In previous 
reports (No. 542, Miscellaneous Series, 1900; No. 2,734, Annual 
Series, 1901; and No. 2,918, Annual Series, 1902) suggestions 
were offered to British traders for developing their trade with 
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British Trade Abroad. 








Switzerland, and it was pointed out that the Swiss are quite 
willing to purchase British goods if they are offered to them. A 
number of firms have availed themselves of the Commercial 
Agent’s invitation to apply to him for information regarding their 
particular branch of trade, and in some instances they have been 
placed in communication either with Swiss firms desirous of doing 
business, or with capable Swiss agents. 

But there are two methods of opening up business with 
Switzerland, which have scarcely been adopted. The first is the 
personal investigation of the Swiss market either by the principals 
themselves or by their representatives. It seems strange that 
firms who send their travellers to Germany and France, and even 
to Austria-Hungary and Italy, should not instruct them to 
include Switzerland, which could be done at a very little extra 
expenditure of time and money. 

Only recently a partner in a British firm of machine makers 
called on Mr. Milligan and stated that his firm had been doing 
a certain business with Switzerland, but they decided to send over 
a representative to reside in the country, the result being that 
they are doing a larger trade than hitherto. But the British 
commercial traveller is still a rasa avis in that country. 

With reference to the advantageous system in Switzerland of 
commercial travellers’ tickets, it is mentioned that the Swiss 
Federal Railways have recently opened an agency at 13, Shaftesbury 
Avenue, London, W.C., for the sale of these tickets, where full 
information can be obtained. 

If, however, continues Mr. Milligan, a personal visit to the 
Swiss consumers is not possible, something might be effected by 
sending price lists and circulars in the French or German language, 
in which the weights or measurements are given in kilograms or 
metres, and the prices quoted in francs, delivered freight and duty 
free to destination. 

In this connection the British Commercial Agent says :—“I was 
informed recently of an instance in which British and American 
firms were asked to quote prices for a large order. The British 
firms sent their usual catalogues for the home market, while the 
American firms sent their French and German price lists, with the 
result that the order was placed in America.” 

At the end of his detailed and interesting report Mr. Milligan 
remarks :—“ It is difficult in a report of this character, which deals 
with the general trade of the two countries, to enter minutely into 

each branch of commerce, but I shall be happy to give to British 
firms whatever information it is in my power to afford with regard 
to their particular business or trade. Communication should be 
addressed to me, care of the British Consulate-General, Ziirich.”

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TRADE OF FRANCE WITH THE AFRICAN CONTINENT 
IN 1899-1902.* 


The following particulars relating to the trade of France with 
the African Continent in the years 1899-1902 are in continuation 
of the article which appeared in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 
18th December, 1902. 

The value of the total trade (special) of France with the African 
Continent as shown in the French Trade Volume (‘“ Tableau 
Général du Commerce et de la Navigation”) for the years 
concerned, was 31,883,000/. in 1902 (the latest year for which the 
details are available), as compared with 28,332,000/. in 1901, the 
imports into France trom Africa for home consumption being 
valued at 16,048,000/. in 1902, as against 13,209,000/. in 1901, 
and the exports from France to Africa of French produce and 
manufactures amounting in value to 15,835,000/. in 1902, as 
compared with 15,123,000/. in the previous year. 

The following tables show (A) the value of the imports into 
France, and (B) the value of the exports from France, from and to 
the African Continent, for each of the four years 1899-1902, 
distinguishing the trade with the French and British possessions 
in Africa and with Egypt, Morocco and Tripoli :—

French West Africa.—The imports into France from the various 
French possessions on the West Coast of Africa, the French 
Soudan and French Congo consist of ground nuts, rubber, palm 
oil, and other tropical produce; and the exports thereto from 
France, of piece-goods, manufactured articles, rice and wines, &c. 


British Africa.—The trade of the British possessions in the south 
and west of Africa is given under one heading in the French trade 
volume, an arrangement which renders it impracticable to differen- 
tiate the value of the trade of France with Cape Colony and Natal from 
that of her trade with the British Colonies on the west coast. The 
imports into France, however, from British South Africa must be 
quite unimportant and chiefly confined to wool in the grease, as the 
total value of imports into France from all British African possessions 
combined, in 1902, amounted to only 602,000/. (as compared with 
564,000/. in 1901), and of this 396,000/. represents the value of the 
imports of oil nuts and oil seeds, and 139,000/. the value of the 
imports of palm oil, all of which articles are tropical produce. Wool 
in the grease to the value of 19,000/. was imported into France in 
1902 (as against 29,0007. in 1901) from British Africa, 
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Trade of France with the African Continent in 1899-1902. 





Egypt.—The imports into France from Egypt in 1902 were 
valued at 1,886,000/., as compared with 1,299,000/. in 1901, and 
the total French trade with Egypt in 1902 shows an increase 
of 740,000/. over 1901.

Of the 1,886,000/. worth of goods imported from Egypt into 
France in 1902, 1,442,0001. represents the value of cotton and 
cotton seed, 195,000/. exotic gums, and 43,000/. dried vege- 
tables. The exports from France to Egypt in 1902, valued at 
1,180,000/., consisted principally of silk piece-goods (183, Q00L.), 
other piece-goods (139,000/.), made-up articles of apparel, wines 
and liqueurs, skins and furs, metal work, pottery and glassware, &c. 


Morocco and Tripoli—The total imports into France from these 
two countries were valued at 568,000/. in 1902, of which 340,0002. 
was for wool and skins. The rest of the imported goods consist 
almost entirely of agricultural produce. Of the exports from 
France to the same two countries valued altogether in 1902 at 
501,000/., sugar of all kinds was valued at 233,000/., raw silk 
109,0002., and silk manufactures, 30,0001. 


Other Parts of Africa—The value of the total trade of France 
with all parts of Africa not previously mentioned, and including 
the Independent State of the Congo, and all the Portuguese and 
German African possessions in addition to the French Colony at 
Djiboutil amounted, imports and exports combined, to only 
280,0002. in 1902 as compared with 261,000/. in 1901. The 


details reveal nothing of interest. 


“Cotton Piece-goods ” is an important item in the French export 
trade to Africa.

TARIFF CHANGES 
AND CUSTOMS REGULATIONS. 


BRITISH INDIA. 


With reference to the notices published in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” for 26th February, 1903, and suc- 
ceding weeks, the Board of Trade have now 
received, through the India Office, a copy of a 
Customs Circular (No. 1 of 1904) issued by the Finance and 
Commerce Department of the Government of India, on the 23rd of 
December, 1903, revising from lst January, 1904, the “ Tariff 
Valuations ” fixed for various classes of goods imported into British 
India. 

The text of the Customs Circular is as follows :— 

‘In exercise of the powers conferred by Sections 22 and 23 of 
the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (VIII of 1878), in modification of the 
Tariff values fixed by the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (VIII of 1894), 
as amended by the Indian Tanff Act (1894) Amendment Act, 
1896 (III of 1896), and as further altered from time to time by 
notifications of the Governor-General in Council, the Governor- 
General in Council is pleased to fix, with effect from the Ist of 
January, 1904, for the articles specified in column 2 of the 
schedule hereto annexed, the Tariff values stated in column 4 of 
the said schedule.

The Board of Trade haye received, through the Foreign Office, a 
Additional translation of a Law passed by the Paraguayan 


Legislature, and published on the 16th July, 
1903, “ Authorising the Executive Power to in- 
crease the issue of paper money,” and providing 
inter alia for the imposition of certain additional duties on imports 
and exports. 

H.M. Consul at Asuncion, in forwarding this translation in a 
despatch, dated the 23rd July, 1903, observes that the Law had 
not come into force at that date: it appears, however, from a tele- 
gram, dated the 20th January, 1904, received from H.M. Minister 
at Buenos Ayres, that the Law is now in operation. 

The following are the alterations effected by this Law in the 
rates of import and export duty, and in the mode of levying such 
duties :— 

1. Customs duties are to be paid in future in gold coin, or its 
equivalent in paper money at the current rate of exchange; and 
not, as hitherto, at the ‘‘ official” rate of exchange for gold (850 
per cent. ),

The extraordinary subvention is to 
enable the colony to make good its promise to pay the Ethiopian 
Railway Company a subsidy of 20,000/. a year for fifty years from 
the lst July, 1902. 
The line of 308 kiloms., presenting no engineering difficulties, 
will have cost 3,560,0001. or 11,5581. a kilometre. But, it is stated, 
of the money raised only 2,080,000/. was actually spent on the line.

According to the “Journal of Agriculture” of South Australia, 

official figures show that the quantity of wine 
Vintage of 1903. made in that Colony in 1903 was 2,573,422 galls. 

Although this is smaller than that of the 
record vintage of 1901, when 2,813,301 galls. were produced, the 
figures are satisfactory, and above the most sanguine estimates. 
A pleasing feature of the wine industry is that the quantity made 
at each of the last three vintages has totalled over 2,000,000 
galls. The return shown in 1903 is greater than that of 1902, 
and occupies second position to the record vintage. The follow- 
ing figures show the quantities of wine that have been made 
during the past eight vintages, and from them a fair idea of 
the expansion of the industry can be obtained :—

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The increased quantity in stock after the conclusion of the 1903 
vintage was thus 507,940 galls., notwithstanding that only 
141,859 galls. more wine was made in 1903, as compared with the 
previous year. This shows that the stocks in the hands of the 
winemakers are gradually increasing. It is remarked that the 
improved methods of manufacture that became a marked feature 
of the industry some years back are still pursued, and winemakers 
are well maintaining their reputation as producers of a first-class 
article.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


A report has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul-General at Sarajevo on the Tobacco 

Tobacco Régie in Régie in Bosnia and the Herzegovina, from 
Bosnia and the which it appears that anybody wishing to plant 
Herzegovina. tobacco must first procure a licence, valid for 
one season, from the Provincial Government. 

In the year 1902, 4,294 such licences were granted in Bosnia and 
14,000,000 plants raised, while in the Herzegovina 15,371 licences 
were granted and 102,000,000 plants raised. 
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The tobacco crop in Bosnia and the Herzegovina y ields annually 
from 25,000 to 37,000 metric quintals (2 460 to 3,640 tons), of 
which about one-fifth is grown in Bosnia. 

In the year 1902, 20,530 quintals of tobacco were manufactured 
in the four Government factories of Sarajevo, Mostar, Travnik, 
and Banjaluka, and the rest of the crop was exported. Of the 
exported raw tobacco leaf the Austro-Hungarian “ Régies” took 
the greater part, and the remainder went chiefly to Egypt and 
Morocco. 

Seventy million cigarettes were manufactured at the above- 
mentioned Government factories, and the rest of the 20,530 quintals 
of leaf was made up as smoking-tobacco of various qualities. 

Attached to the Consul-General’s report are tables giving the 
wholesale and retail prices and the designation of the different 
qualities of tobacco and cigarettes manufactured by the Bosnian- 
Herzegovinian Tobacco Régie. These tables, together with the 
full report, may be seen on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 50, Parliament Street, 
S.W., any day between the hours of 10 a.m.and 5 p.m.

The value of articles of merchandise imported from the interior 
of Arabia by land into Aden during the year ended 31st March 
last, amounted to Rs. 37,94,812 as compared with Rs. 30,05,061 in 
the year ended 31st March, 1902, and the value of the merchandise 
that passed into Arabia per inland communication from Aden 
during the same period amounted to Rs. 11,62,176 as compared 
with Rs. 22,70,913 in the preceding financial year. The value of

JAMAICA. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Colonial Office, a 
Wi copy of the “ Wireless Telegraphy Law ” (No. 1 
ireless of 1903), which was enacted by the Governor 
Telegraphy Law, ; 9 
1903 and Legislative Council of Jamaica on 12th 
, March, 1903. 

The Law, inter alia, provides that “no person shall erect, 
maintain, or use within the Island of Jamaica, or any of its 
Dependencies, any apparatus or machine, whereby communication 
by wireless telegraphy can be held between the said Island or 
its Dependencies and any place outside the same, without having 
first obtained the sanction of and a Licence from the Governor in 
Privy Council.” 

“If any person offends against the foregoing provision, he 
shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding 1, 0000., and to an 
additional penalty not exceeding 50/. for every day or part of a 
day, during which he continues so to offend.” 

It is further provided that if any apparatus or machine is 
erected without licence, the Governor may authorise the same to 
be seized and destroyed.
